An unknown condition as to 


what the Valencia market is to 
be in eastern and midwestern 
areas is slowing up the picking 
and packing in Covina valley, 
as well as thruout the southern 
California citrus area, but the 
prospects are excellent, Paul 
Brecht, manager of the A. C. 
G. Fruit Exchange said yester- 
day. 


A small amount of fruit, not more 


than three cars, has been shipped so 
far thru this exchange, but not 
enough to get an idea as to how the 
market will develop, he said. The 
valencias that have already gone 
thru the packinghouses are showing 
up very well, with only a negligible 
amount of frost damage, but in San 
Bernardino and Orange counties the 
loss from frost is very great. 


Many packinghouses in those areas 


are processing fruit that is after- 
wards sent almost one hundred per 
cent to the by-products factories. In 
the Azusa-Glendora-Irwindale dis- 
trict the valencias are not coming 
up rapidly in sugar content, he said, 
but the exchange is not anxious to 
ship at present in any considerable 
quantity, on account of the fact that 
market stability has not been made.

Prohibition Without 
Enforcement— 


Study of a copy of the proposed county 


ordinance designed to control the smoke nui- 
sance coming from orchard heating leads us 
to say again, as on other occasions, that the 
passing of laws that cannot be enforced is a 
waste of time and an irritation. 


An army of deputy sheriffs nearly as large 


as the number of men engaged in orchard 
heating would be necessary before a begin- 
ning of enforcement could be made. This 
army of law enforcement officers would have 
to be competent to pass upon technical prob- 
lems that are only understood in a laboratory. 
They would be obliged, not only to visit each 
orchard once each night during smudging 
operations, but several times in a night, 
which, of course, is an absurdity. A heater 
device that functioned within the law at six 
in the evening would probably be smoking 
unlawfully at three in the morning, etc. 


Standardizing the oil used in heaters, mak- 


ing unlawful the use for this purpose of oils 
of inferior burning quality, is more impor- 
tant even than the type of heaters used, yet 
nothing is done to regulate the use of any 
or all kinds of oils. Of course, the ordinance 
specifies that only a certain number of grams 
of smoke may legally be thrown off by these 
burning heaters, and it can be argued that 
this automatically rules out certain types of

But our 
method is to accept a stupid report from a 
coroner's jury that has no alternative, blame 
the mother if anyone, and dismiss the whole 
matter as an unpleasant episode.

distributing crops—has gone forward steadily 
without a setback. Its growth in bad times 
has been even more rapid than in good, which 
explains why the number of cooperating 
farms is now at record levels, and why farm 
cooperatives are in the strongest position they 
have yet attained. So long as they "stick to 
their trade" their future is bright.

Citrus-Holt Corner 
Under Survey 


(Continued from page 1) 


in all of the valley communities. One 
death recently has occurred at this 
corner, and several in past years. 


Seeking to develop a divided high- 


way design that will most effectively 
prevent headon collisions, the Los 
Angeles office of the state division of 
highways has established a series of 
experimental roadway separations 
on the new Holt avenue boulevard. 


The center divisions extend for 


about three-fourths mile on the Kel- 
logg hills portion near Pomona on 
the Holt lateral. This stretch has 
been made a test tube for the first 
divided roadway in the south to be 
built primarily for safety, said a 
statement from the Automobile Club 
of Southern California yesterday. 


State engineers are making an in- 


tensive study of the project. They 
have taken 48-hour traffic counts 
and are watching traffic behavior 
at the various types of barriers to 
arrive at a practical solution. 


The test area is a six-mile section 


that has been widened to 46 feet to 
provide a 4-foot center barrier be- 
tween 21-foot roadways. This is on 
the Pomona end of 18.7 miles of the 
heavily-traveled artery upon which 
widening work is being completed. 
A fourth 10-foot lane has been add- 
ed to the highway for that distance, 
with 8-foot oil-mix shoulders on 
each side, upon which road equip- 
ment is still at work. This project 
is due to be finished about June 1, 
but four lanes of pavement are now 
open. 


Motorists are showing cooperative 


interest in the divided roadway ex- 
periment. There are a half-dozen 
sections of various types of banks 
with two rows of double white lines 
to direct traffic to the right. Upon 
one center strip raised white arrows 
of oil-mixed rocks have been placed, 
pointing diagonally toward the right. 
These reflect headlights at night, and 
offer a series of slight bumps to cars 
driven on them. 


Center islands rounded to a mid- 


dle height of four inches and taper- 
ing on sides comprise another type. 
Others have been built in various
